(Text) During our vessel's etay in the Belgian port of Shent, we became ac- 
quainted with our countrymen who are residing in that city-- members of the 
"Union of Soviet Citizens in Belgium.” The basis of this union, which was 
created more than 30 years ago, consists of Soviet women who were driven 
away to fascist servitude by the Hitlerites in the years of the occupation. 
Some of them married Belgians and acquired families and children. After the 
war's end, the Presidium of the USSR Supreme Soviet confirmed their Soviet 
citizenship. 


During the five days that the diesel boat was anchored in the port, the sea- 
men had the opportunity to rub shoulders with their countrymen who, together 
with their husbands, children, and grandchildren, visited us every day, 

shared with the crew members their thoughts on their lives on Belgian soil, 
and asked us to tell about the Soviet motherland where they spent their youth. 


On the eve of the vessel's departure from Ghent, the ship's crew was invited 
to a ceremonial party in the hall of the local knitting factory. Here, in 

a free and easy environment the conversation about the most important events 
in the life of our country and about the new Soviet constitution and the 
state's concern for the welfare of the people was continued over a cup of 
coffee. The women said with indignation that almost daily they encounter 
various fabrications about the USSR and the Soviet people which are spread 
by the organs of bourgeois propaganda.

"It is the result of 
hourgeole propaganda's constant striving to discredit the Soviet system and 
belittle the USSR's tremendous achievements in the development of the econo- 
my, culture, and raising the material well-being of the people." 


ne cannot but agree with the opinion of the simple working man. 


A similar picture can be observed not only in Belgium, but also in other 
capitalist countries at whose ports the diesel boat calls. Our foes, and 
there still are many of them, are making wide use of the mass media in order 
to conceal the truth about the Soviet Union, distort reality, and show it in 
nh bad Light. 


Not only are the bourgeois newspapers and journals, radio, and television 
zealous in this many-voiced false orchestra, but also the book publishing 
houses which publish for the cut-rate book market books and pamphlets which 
are intended to vonfuse and deceive public opinion. 


Thus, book stores of Hamburg, Bremen, Flensburg, and other West German cities 
where we recently had the occasion to visit are chock full of “scientific 
works," memoirs, “studies,” and “diaries” which have been published recently 
by former Hitlerite generals and officers in which, along with other fabri- 
cations, the essence of the Soviet state's peace-loving foreign policy is 
falsified and which contain calls for a reexamination of the eastern borders 
of po iwar Europe. This is discussed, in particular, in a reference book on 
Soviet Kaliningrad (formerly Koenigsberg) which was published recently in 














Munich in a considerable edition with the obvious trend toward kindling re- 
vengist attitudes among the population, 


Jeceiving a good dose of false information about our country and its foreign- 
poliey course, in contacts with us the West German citizens often express 
incorrect opinions about contemporary reality to include opinions on the 


so-called "Afghan question.” For bourgeois propaganda is sparing no effort 
to portray the Soviet Union's assistance for a friendly country as an illegal 
act | on ‘ 


The West's ideological saboteurs, in trying to revive the times of the past 
and galvanize the corpse of the “cold war," are also leaning backwards 

to influence the minds and hearts of a large detachment of Soviet people--~- 
seamen, fishermen, and river transport workers whose vessels now call at 
1,400 ports of all continents on Earth. Special radio and television broad- 
casts which glorify the bourgeois way of life are conducted for them, A 
leading place in the arsenal of ideological sabotage is occupied by attempts 
to disseminate among the seamen of our merchant fleet, fishermen, and crews 
of the mixed "river-sea" navigation hostile literature in Russian which is 
published in millions of copies in the United States, Great Britain, the FRG, 
Sweden, and other Western states. 


Seeing the lack of success of their attempts to impose literature of a hostile 
trend on the Soviet seamen, the agents of the fabricators of lies and provo- 
cations are trying to scatter leaflets and pamphlets on Soviet diesel boats 
which are standing in ports for freight operations. They are attempting to 
do this unnoticed and in an underhanded manner. 


The ideological enemies are linking great hopes with direct penetration in 
the midst of the Soviet seamen. All types of shady characters and rogues 

who work in port cities are often detailed to "work" with them along with 
specialists of all types of centers supplied with instructions of the Western 
special services. I had the occasion to encounter one such "beetle," as our 
seamen call them scornfully, in the Swedish port of Stockholm. 


In order to distract the workers from urgent internal problems, imperialism's 
ideologists, inventing the myth of a "Soviet threat," are attempting 

to whip up among the population in every possible way a sense of suspicious- 
ness toward Soviet people. Here is a case which was told to us by the seamen 
colleagues of the supertanker "Geroi Kerchi" which was built in England on 
order of the Soviet Union. 


They were at tne big shipyard in the city of Newcastle-upon-Tyne where they 
observed the building of the vessel. They were accomodated in one of the 
city's hotels. During the first days, its service personnel treated the 
Soviet guests with some special watchfulness. 


The “ice of alienation" began to melt after two or three weeks. The workers 
in the hotel and the ‘enants were convinced of the groundlessness of these 
slanderous calumnies. Soviet seamen lived in the hotel for more than half a 
year, leaving behind a most complimentary impression.

SHEVARDNADZE ADDRESSES PEOPLE'S CONTROL AKTIV MEETING 
Tbilisi ZARYA VOSTOKA in Russian 21 Jun 80 pp 1, 2 


(Speech by E.A. Shevardnadze, candidate member of the CPSU Central Committee 
Politburo and tirst secretary of the CC Communist Party of Georgia, to the 
aktiv members of the Georgian SSR people's control organ] 


[Text] The well-known phrase "Control--universal and effective" expresses 
the very essence of the Leninist teaching on the role of the popular masses 
in the management of the affairs of society and the state. The effectiveness 
of control is presented as very directly related to its universality. The 
organic unity of these two principles has its source in the ideas and works 
of Viadimir Il'ich Lenin concerning Soviet socialist democracy. His theo- 
retical development, as well as his practical advice concerning the tasks of 
people's control in a country in which a new social order had triumphed, 
constitute one part of his brilliant teachings on the communist party, the 
Soviet state and the role of the popular masses in communist construction. 


The great leader saw the goals of control to lie primarily in ensuring very 
strict observance of the correct relationship between labor and consumption 
measures, in checking up on people and in checking on the actual performance 
of work. Orly in the society which had replaced the exploitation of man by 
man, which had eliminated private property in the instruments and means of 
production, did it become possible and essential to entrust control functions 
to people of labor, who, for the first time in the history of mankind, recog- 
nized themselves as masters of their own fate and their own fatherland. 


The present day activities of the people's control system and the forms 
which these activities take and the results to which they lead, embody the 
triumph of the Leninist tenets about control by the masses. Today the sys- 
tem includes in its ranks more than 10 million people. This one figure 
alone is evidence of the democratic bases of the system, which in turn are 
based on the foundation of very broad authority by the people in the society 
of mature socialism. But it is not only quantitative parameters which pro- 
vide evidence of this. 














Look at the tasks whieh the people's patrols perform, They consist 
mainly in work to facilitiate the implementation of party and 

rovernment decisions; the tasks of the fiveeyear plan; the struggle 
against violations of state discipline, slackness, lack of responsibility, 
bad management, and manifestations of bureaucratism and red tape, 

In our economy and in our social and cultural life thece is virtually 

no sector which is not illuminated by the powerful ray of the people‘s 
control, The spectrum of this light is made up of such components as 
thrift, conscientiousness, lack of indifference, intolerance of 
inadequacies, high principles in defending the right course, profound 
knowledge of the socio-economic situation and of the requirements of the 
day, tirelessness in pursuit of the goal, and the special erudition, 
competence and skill to search for omissions and hidden reserves, 


The emcrgence, which we observe today, of the people*s control system 

into a new stage of development is a completely natural process which 

is closely related to the general progress of our state and our society, 
It expresses a new level in the development of socialist democracy in 

a society of mature socialism, This process was predetermined and stimula- 
ted by the decisions of the 25th CPSU Congress; the new Constitution, 
which has normatively established the role of people*s control as one 

of the forms of socialist democracy; the bringing of the popular 

masses into the management of state and societal affairss the decisions 

of the November (1979) plenum of the CPSU Central Committee and 

the sessions of the USSR Supreme Soviet, and the directives of 

Comrade L.I, Brezhnev, chairman of the Presidium of the USSR Supreme 
Soviet and general secretary of the CPSU Central Committee, Speaking 

at the plenum Leonid I1*ich directed particular attention to issues 
related to the strict and rigourous observance of Soviet laws, the 

further strengthening of law and order, the increasing of the role 

of the people*s control organs in improved effectiveness of the entire 
economic mechanism, and the unconditional fulfillment of the plan targets, 


All this found legal embodiment in the Law Concerning People’s Control 
in the USSR, a legal act of great political and social significance, 

In itself this law expresses the opinion of the popular 
majority, which was stated during the discussion of the USSR Constitu- 
tion when it was in draft formg it signifies a new stage on the path of 
improved people*s control, of increased authority and signifi- 

cance for its organs as constituting a single all-union system, 

which combines state control with societal control, 


In this regard, it is very important that in this case we are dealing 
not only with a normative response, with the legal consequences of the 
adoption of the new USSR Constitution, but rather with the expression 
of the will of our Leninist party, In creating a strong legal base 
for the activities of people*s control comrittees, groups and posts, 
the law is first and foremost addressed to communists, who are obliged 
to support the universal application of the control functions, as 

one of the great achievements of our great party, It is no 




















accident that after the adoption of the law Leonid Il‘ich Brezhnev 
saids "I would like to emphasize especially the responsible nature of 
the tasks which the people’s control organs face, In connection with 
the new law, it is planned to adopt a special decree cimed at ensuring 
that the people's control receives great support from the party organs 
and that the multimillion army of people*s controllers is ineluded 
more actively in the general struggle to improve the level of economic 
work and to fulfill the plan targets." 


Take notes an i:ecrease in the level of activities carried out by the 
patrols is placed in a direct relationship to the assistance which the 
party will give them, 


And this kind of assistance has been given to them=--the party's Central 
Committee adopted a decree “Concerning Measures fer the Further Improve- 
ment of the Work of the People's Control Organs and the Consolidation 
of Party Leadersiip of the Organs in Connection with the Adoption of 
the Law Concerning People’s Control,” 


And this is the way it has been at all stages in the history of the 


party and the state, Worker control ber. function, and communists 
directed its activities, The worker-p .:ant inspection entered the 
fight, and it was led by communisStSee. ‘me demands the further 
improvement of party leadership of the ,~:. = 5 control. On 12 August 
1975 the CPSU Central Committee adopted a decree “Concerning, 


Party Leadership of the People's Control Organs in the Latvian SSR," 


And today we are discussing how to implement the clauses of a very 
important party platform document concerning leadership of the 
people's control, And we are talking about how the republic's party 
organizations and people*s control organs meet the task set out 

by the law and the decree of the CPSU Central Committee, 


It is obvious that we need a review of the work which has been accom- 
plished recently, combined with a very strict analysis of omissions 

and inadequacies, We should trace various tendencies and determine the 
most accurately chosen trends as well as prospective new policy lines. 


It seems to me that we can now state that the Central Committee, the 
obkoms, gorkoms and raykoms of the Communist Party of Georgia have 
definitely increased their attention to the selection and distribution 
of personnel for the people*s control organs. The apparatus of the 
repiblic’s committee has been reinforced with experienced, honest 
employees who are good at their work, and the overall quality 

of the chairmen of regional people’s control committees has been 
improved. 


The strengthening of party leadership of people's control has also been 
manifested in the repeated consideration by the C. bureau on questions 


regarding the people's control organs and of the status of party lead- 
ership of them. 











We have adopted a special deeree “Concerning the Status of and Measures 
to Improve the Work of the Republic's People’s Control Organs in 
Light of che CC CPSU Decree on the Latvian SSK," 


The obkoms, gorkoms and raykoms of the party, as well as the primary 
party organizations, in lmplementing the measures specified in the 
decree of the Communist Party of Georgia Central Committee, have 
increased party leadership of the people's control organss they are 
extending practical aseistance to the committees, groups and posts, 
and they are demonstrating concern for the establishment of fruitful 
working conditions for those bodies, It is good that today the over- 
whelming majority of the people's control committee chairmen are 
selected by members of the bureaus of the respective party committees, 
In my opinon, thie practice completely justifies itself. 


At present it is universal practice for the chairmen of people's 
control groups to be selected by the secretaries of primary party organi~- 
rations, by members of bureaus and or party committees. This also 

seoms to us to be completely corre>: and a system which has proven its 
worth in practice, 


In characterizing the work of the peoples control committee of the 
republic, it should obviously be said that the amount of this work has 
increased significantly in recent years, This has been noted more than 
once at plenums of the Central Conmittee, at meetings of the party and 
economic aktiv and in various docunents, The work of the republic's 
committee has been approved by the USSR People’s Control Committee, 


The committee's leadership responded with party spirit to critical 
comments addressed to it by the Central Committee of the Communist 
Party of Georgias it drew from these comments the appropriate conclu- 
sions, and it is working consistently to improve its operations, 

itis is manifested primarily in the purposefulness and the correct 
selection of areas of focus, as well as the precise determination 

of goal-oriented directions. In this way the committee has 
assigned itself to monitor continuously several key issues such as, 
for example, the search for and work to bring into circulation 
reserves for the growth of production and of efficiency, the 
improvement of output quality, the strengthening of economy measures, 
the tightening of state and performance discipline, and the struggle 
against misappropriation of socialist property, and other forms of 
embezzlement. On a number of concrete issues the committee has 
become the most competent organization of the republic, 


Accurate knowledge of goals helps the committee to increase its influ- 
ence on the state of affairs in the national economy, 


Its activities are also distinguished by initiative, conscientiousness, 
and a high level of performance, In the last four years the committee has 
presented to higher organs more than 700 issuess decisions were made 




















by party and soviet organs on nearly 200 of these tasues, During this 
same period materials produced by the people's control comnittee 
were the basis on which the bure and the seeretariat of the Communist 
Party of Georgia Central Committee, as well a the republie*s Couneil 
of Ministers, made several important decisions, 


We must not fail to note, too, the inereasing level of competence 

in the etudy of any given question, With each year the checks carried out 
by the committee are distinguished by ever greater depth and analytical 
penetration into he essenee of the matter, and they contain material 
which makes it possible toe set out correct and conerete measures 

to eliminate th existing inadequacies and violations and to improve 
matters at the local level, 


Finally, IT would like to talk about the matter of principle in 
judging the actions of any given leaders, Without g¢lancing at the 
rank of people in ieadership positions, the committee, if necessary, 
acts boldly in formulating the question of whether the guilty should 
be brought to account, 


However, all that has been said above does not mean that there is nothing 
for which the people*s control committee of the republic and its 
leadership cannot be eriticized, We must not overlook the fact that 
having chosen the general areas of focus, the comrades distribute 

their forees and energy unevenly among these areas, Certain questions, 
for example, capital construction, agriculture, improvement in the 
welfare of the working people, are considered only at irregular 
intervals or are lost sight of completely. Nor are we satisfied with 
the level of the committee's preventive work, nor with the organi- 
vation of the administrative work involved in carrying out decisions, 
Frequentiy, serious violations are discovered repeatedly at sites 

which have been checked, This means that we have not yet worked out a 
eystem which prevents deviations from the norm after the checks 

have been made, Consideration should also be given to eliminating 
inadequacies in the leadership given to regional committees by the 
largest unit, including leadership of the people‘s control 

rproups and posts, ‘No work, not even perfectly organized work 

performed by the republic’s committee, will yield the desired 

effect if all the other local people's control organs--the committees, 
proups and posts-—lo not perform with energy and efficiency, 





The activities of many of the regional committees and of the overwhelmire 
majority of the people*s control groups and posts are not always in 

line with the nature and style of the activities carried out by the 
republic-Level committee, Of course, the republic has people's 

control committees which work smoothly and well, The following have 

to their credit many very useful actions and interesting forms and 
methods of works the AdzharskayaOblast Committee, the Tbilisi, 

Kutaisi, Poti and Chitaura municipal committees, the 
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Goriyskiy, Kvarel'skiy, Samtredskiy, Telavekiy, Chokhataurskiy 
and many other rayon committees of people's control, 


However, against this background it is especially difficult to explain 
the inadequacies, which exist in the people's contro] system in the 
Abknhasskaya Autonomous Republic, inadequacies for which the newspaper 
PRAVDA has criticized us quite severely and fairly, 


The activities of the people's control committees in Abkhaziya, and 
Yugo-Osetiya, as well as the committees in the Gardabanskiy, Karel‘sekiy, 
Kaspekiy, Lanchkhutekiy, Lentekhekiy, Ordzhonikidzevekiy and certain 
other rayons are not characterized by depth or high standardsay their 
role in strengthening state and performance discipline, in the control of 
economic organizations and in the leadership of groups and poste is 
extremely insianificant, 


The people's control groupe and posts draw particular attention to 
themselves, We shall call them the main link because it is here at the 
local level, in the labor collectives, where the fate of plans and 
obligations is decided and where that which is new and advanced takes 

ite origins, It is here that the vigilant eye of the people's controllers 
and their timely, correct actions are particularly necessary, 


A people's control group is capable of a great deal, Here is a concrete 
example, At a meeting of the Central Committee bureau wa discussed 
recently the work of the people's control group of the Thilisi Garment 
Factory imeni 1 Maya. The people's controllers at the enterprise 
developed proposals for the re-examination of the consumption norms 

for raw and secondary materials used for a number of products; as a result, 
130,000 m2 of cloth and 147,000 Kwh of electrical energy were saved, and 
above-plan output worth 1 million rubles was produced in 1979, At their 
suggestion, an efficient quality control system was set up, The 
people's controllers at the factory came out with the following ini- 
tiativer to work in 1980 under the motto--"In the Leninist shock 

year put all reserves into action!" In working to implement this 
initiative, the collective of this enterprise has already almost 
fulfilled the year’s obligations for the production of above-plan 
output, The people at the factory respect the people's controllers, 

they consult with them on the most diverse and difficult issues, 


This group is not an exception, However, one cannot, unfortunately, 
yet talk about a large number of very efficient groups. It is not 
to the honor of the party organizations that many people's control 
groups fulfill the role of detached, imrt on-lookers, who do not 
show persistence and tenacity in eliminating serious inadequacies 
and violations which are sometimes committed right under their eyes, 


One does not have *o go far to find examples. 














In the secon! half of 1979 an inspeetion of praetices related to 

thrift and economy wae carried out in the republic, The people's control 
organs discovered many inadequacies, and this was very good, And 

the main point wae that they ensured the efficient removal and correec=- 
tion of these inadequacies, However a question arises as to why 

the people's control groupe and poste and the ty anivations 
undertook to eliminate these problems only dur the inspection? 


Did the people*s controllers at, for example, the Thiliei Automobile 
Khepair Plant No ~ truly not see earlier that their enterprise was 

using electric.) power wastefully, as a result «f which the overcon- 
sumption amounted te 75,000 Kwh, i.e, to 3} peree.t of annual consumption? 
Where were the managers of this enterprise, the secretary of the party 
organization and the members of the party bureau looking? 


Did the people*s controllers and other comrades from Chala village 
kolkhor in Sachkierekiy Rayon truly not know before the inspection 
that motorized transport was making empty rune of 30 km per day due 
to the lack of a gas pump? 


Did the people’s controllers at the large=panel building construction 
plant truly not see that the heat conduits were lacking insulation, 
which resulted in nonproductive losses of nearly 1,000 tons of 
comparison fucl? 


Were the people’s controllers and other comrades truly not able to raise 
their voices against the gross violations of state discipline which 
occurred during the construction and initial operations of the Horizon 
Guest House in Kobuleti? Alas, the criminal actions, the violations 
committed by the Wo 5 Building Trust of the Ministry of Construc- 
tion, the state commission which signed the document concerning 
acceptance of this incomplete building for operation, were fully 
exposed not by the people's controllers of the construction project, 
and not by the party organization, It was only after the intervention 
of the Council of Trade Unions and other organizations of the republic 
that the republic's Ministry of Health was forced to halt the 
operation of the building due to its deplorable state of repair, 


Numerous instances of embezzlement, damage and squandering of material 
valuables were discovered at the poultry factories of the Gruzptitse- 
prom System and at the enterprises of the mixed feed industry, Cases 
of the theft of poultry and eggs were ¢'scovered at the Samtrediya, 
Sagareizho, Kodiyskaya, Gamardzhvebskaya, Tbilisi, Khashuri, 
Medzhvriskhevskaya, Shiraksaya, Tskhinval’skaya and other poultry 
factories, And, after all, comrades, these enterprises have 

numerous large and serious collectives, major party organizations and 
correspondingly, sufficiently large groups of people*s controllers 
working in these places, Where were the people*s controllers and the 
crmunists of there enterprises? Why did they tolerate these outrageous 
incidents? Why d.d they provide thieves and plunderers the chance to get 
rich at the expense of our state, at the expense of our people? 
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From all that has been said above there follows an indisputable 
conclusions the main task of the people*s control committees, and 
primarily of the republic's committee, is to eliminate the lack of 
balance in the operational level of the people’s control organs, to 
increase significantly the role and the influence of the groups and 
posts, as well as to inerease the practical yield and efficiency of 
their work in the performance of the functions entrusted to them, 


We consider that the period, the moment and the stage have arrived 

for the role of the people*s control and of the people's controllers 
to be inereased more and more in all areas of our life, in all spheres 
of our activities, and in all sectors of our economic and cultural 
construction, Our people's control, like all organizations, must 
build all of its work on consideration for economic forecasts and 
consideration for the requirements of public life, 


In the discussion of forecasts, the main trend in all of our work on 
the leadership of the national economy in the 11th Five-Year Plan 

and in the more distant future must include the solution to the problem 
of how to obtain the greatest savings of raw materials, fuel and 

other material resources, and to make rational use of production 
capacities, equipment and of all fixed capital, This is the question 
of questions, comrades, In this regard, continuous and tireless 
concern to ensure a regime of thrift must be the goal of people's 
control and the main focus of its activities, 


Unfortunately, one comes across numerous instances in which the people's 
controllers and party organizations overlook serious violations, 

serious inadequacies and instances of the squandering of material 
valuables, and the wasteful use of materials. 


It seems that our people*’s controllers must take their rule to bes look 
at everything very attentively, very thoughtfully, I would say even to 
approach things in a fault-finding manner, Let their motto be the 
following: Do not pass by anything! Do not pass by violations, 
deviations, inadequacies, shortcomings! 


One sometimes hears arguments such as thist does the greatest evil 

lie in major scandals and offenses, in large-scale embezzlement and 
misappropriation or in Small-scale offenses? I think that this is a 
narrow-minded and completely useless discussion, It is necessary to 
strugele against major criminals and large-scale offenses, and it is 
also necessary to struggle against small-scale offenses--it is a single 
system and a single requirement, 


Violations which at first glance appear to be very insignificant and 
very petty must not be overlooked, These so-called petty violations 

are found everywhere; they take place in schools, hospitals, at 
industrial enterprises, in kolkhoz's and sobkhoz’s and in public catering 
facilities, 
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ij would like o substantiate what has been said with some conerete 
examples, 


You are all well aware of the difficult situation which has been 
created recently with regard to the municipal water supply of Tbhilisi, 
Despite the high indicators for per unit water consumption, a number of 
nelehborhooda in the city are experiencing significant water shorvagesy 
there are interruptions in the water supply, and they prompt perfectly 
justified complainte and reprimands by the public, 


This has come about mainly as a result of a lack of balance between 
the rate of the city*s development and the increase in its water 


supply system cavsed by the delayed construction of the Zhinval'skiy 
Hydrotechnical Center, 


Recently we examined in detail, along with specialists, the situation 
with regard to the Tbilisi municipal water supply system, and we 


became convinced that there are very serious problems and shortcomings 
here. 


At present the draft of a resolution by the Communist Party of Georgia 
Central Committee and the republic’s Council of Ministers is being 
prepared on this question, We intend to take all necessary measures 


to improve the water supply of the capital and of all the other cities 
and rayonse 





In the course of the discussion on this problem we were very interested 
to heac data about the loss of drinking water and the totally irrational 
use of this water by industrial enterprises, 


Judge yourselves, A, the present time the maximum capacity of all the 

main facilities of the Tbilisi water supply amounts to 12.5 of water per 
second, And this means that taking into account water consumption for 
industrial, residential and other needs, there are about 700 liters 

per day for every inhabitant of the citys this is the highest figure 

for this indicator in the country, 


In the course of this investigation it was established that malfunction‘'ng 
water systems within buildings and the poor state of repair found in 
plumbing fixtures were responsible by themselves for losses of up to 

40 percent of the total amount of water expended, And the result is that 
we are losing nearly half of our drinking water, 


The city*s industry is not using water in a rational manner, Industrial 
facilities have been slow to introduce progressive water supply systems, 
and as a result the amount of recycled water which they use amounts to 
only 15 pereent, while the average figure for this indicator throughout 
the Soviet Union is 58 percent, and at the most advanced enterprises it 
is 9" percent. 
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Despite the deeree adopted by the republic's Couneil of Minsters con- 
cerning the introduction of recycled water supply systems, which was 
well known to everyone, including the people's control committees, 
only four of 42 major enterprises in the ci'y which should have 
established these systems actually have them, And the introduction 
of these systems will make it possible to save--on the basis of these 
enterprises alone=--80 million m?’ of water per year, 


Thus, we must solve the problem of how to Lnprove the water supply 

not only through the search for additional sources of water, 

but first and foremost, through dramatic improvements in the streple against 
losses and the wasteful use of water, And in this struggle 

the republics organs of people*s control have by no means the least role, 


Another example comes from the area of agriculture, 


it is well known that the rational application of fertilizers is a 
powerful factor in the production of improved crop yields, However, 

as our inspection has shown, mineral fertilizers are used wastefully 

in many rayons} recommendations by scientists are ignored, and agrochemical 
cartograms are not utilized, 


For example, gross mistakes in the amount of fertilizer used were found 
on farms in the Tskhinval'skiy Rayons the fertilizer was being applied 
“by eye” rather than on the basis of cartograms,. As a result the 


Tamarshenskiy Sovkhoz did not apply potassium fertilizer, at a time when 
it was avilable, to an area of ut 1,000 heotares, This same farm ap- 


Plied 22 tons of nitrogen fertilizer above the norm to an area of 5 hec- 
tares of fruit, while 280 hectares were left without fertilizer, 


A similar situation developed in the Ksuisi village kolkhoz, where five 
tons of phosphorus fertilizer were left out in the open for several months. 


The rules for the use of fertilizers have been rrossly violated in 
Gardabanskiy Rayon. At the Sartichal’skiy Vegetable and Grape 
Sovkhoz up to 1,000 kilograms of superphosphate were applied to 85 
hectares of fruit seedlings instead of the recommended 600 kilograms 
per hectare. 


At the Sartichal ‘skiy Animal-Raising Complex (Comrade Chitishvili, direc- 
tor), 250 ke of carbamide were used per acre of grain crops, instead of 
the recommended 120 kg. At the time of the inspection nitrogen 
fertilizer was found in a garage, and phosphorous and potasiium 
fertilizers were found out in the open, 


The Gamardzhvebskiy Vegetable and Dairy Sovkhoz (Comrade Dzhaparidze, 
director) was storing fertilizer in a warehouse for fruit and vege- 
table products, while 12 tons of. superphsophate were lying out in 

the open in the rains as a result, half of the nutritive value was lost, 











A majority of the farms in Chkhorotskuskly Rayon violate rules for 
the use of fertilizers, For example, the kolkhoz in the village of 
Napichkhao applied more than 200 kilograms of nitrogen fertilizers 

to the corn instead of the recommended 120 kilograms, and it did not 
apply any potassium fertilizer at all, 


Violations of storage procedures cause the republic to lose more than 

12 percent of .«s mineral fertilizer every year, These are direct 
losses, The fact that we do not use the fertilizer properly is another 
problem, On the .verage these Losses amount to more than 90,000 tons 

for the republic, And this means hundreds of thousands, indeed millions 
of rubles are loet, as well as thousands and thousands of tons of various 
agricultural products, 


There are two examples for you, one taken from city life and one taken 
from rural life. The problem of the water supply and the problem 
of mineral fertilizer use, 


What are they? Small or large cases? 


Small, or so it would seem at first glance, What does it matter that 
somewhere in someone's apartment there is a broken tap which is leaking? 
What does it matter that somewhere someone has put fertilizer in the 
wrong, place? This would seem to be minor detail, But you can see 
what these small matters can grow into, and how much they cost our 

state and our people, 


All these so-called petty offenses, which with time acquire a large 
scale, are the direct result of the weakening of discipline, the 

loss of a feeling of responsibility on the part of a number of 

fairly high-level officials, an inadequate level of general culture 
on the part of certain of our specialists and individual citizens, 


Any  stablished deviation from the norms and generally accepted rules 
disturbs and cannot help but disturb the rhythm of people's lives, and 
it spoils their mood, Let us speak plainlvs the so-called petty 
inadequacies in the end lead to major annoyances, to major 
inadequacies and to shortcomings in our work. 


The serious inadequacies in the Tbilisi municipal water supply are 
reflected in every home; they leave a definite imprint on the life of 
every family. And, comrades, how many controllers, people's controllers, 
are there in Tbilisi? There are 50,000, i,e,, there is a people‘s 
controller in nearly every family, And if they paid attention to the 
fact that water is being used improperly, we would not have this 
situation. I will name a figure for yous up to 80 million m> of 

water are being wasted, 
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People’s controllers see all this, as do communists; other comrades 
see it, too, and walk by. 


Why does a people’s controller fulfill his funetions onlv when he is 
sent officially on an inspection? And why does he cease to be one 
when he comes across some inadequacy in everyday life? A person, a 
citizen, and especially a communist, must always remain himselfj he must 
always be on top of the situations he must always display a sense of 
high principles and consistency. 


Unfortunately, it is not always that way in life. How often, after all, 
do people say when they encounter inadequacies: which way is the boss 
looking? Of course, it is not very pleasant to hear reproaches of 

this kind. But of course, the leaders must deal with them, and 
especially the leaders of the republic, the leaders of the city, rayon, 
etc, These are, so to speak, our intimate affairs, But it is necessary 
to recognize that no leadership can keep track of everyone, and even 
more, it cannot monitor violations in every home andin every family. 

That is why the most effective control is mass control by all the people. 


Our top priority task has two partst 1) we must educate our people’s con- 
trollers in the spirit of intolerance toward all inadequacies, in a 

spirit ofconsistent struggle against all negative phenomena and 2) we 

must take people*’s control truly universal in nature, we must make 

it truly broad in scope. In order to do this, comrades, it is essential 
to improve the forms and methods of work used by the people’s controllers, 
to make their activities more flexible, more mobile, more based on princi- 
ple. The work must be arranged in such a way that the republic, municipal, 
and rayon committees of people*s control, if necessary, will be in 

a position to bring the entire group into the movement, I emphasize 

the entire group of people’s controllers, to raise our entire community 
for a check on a given issue, 


Why should we not think about establishing for the entire republic a 

day for checking a particular sector, for example, or a particular 
industry; the day could be used depending on need, onthe state of affairs in 
any given oblast. It could be concerned with checking health care facili- 
ties one time, with the procurement of fodder another time and with workers‘ 
cafeterias a third time? In this way we could fulfill a two- 

pronged task; in the first place a truly mass check would be conducted 

and the check would be the more massive to the degree that the people's 
controllers show a higher level of activities; in the second place, 

the more people that are made acquainted with the art of performing 

an inspection, with the art of checking, the broader will be the 

masses who learn about the state economic work and who demonstrate an 
attitude of thrift and state spirit toward all our most important affairs. 


The republic*’s committee must increase in every way its leadership of 
the local organs; it must extend to them comprehensive practical assis- 
tance and it must skillfully combine its activities in this area with 
party leadership on the part of the obkoms, gorkoms and raykoms, 
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It seoms to ue that Lt is necessary for the republic's committee of 
people’s control and the local party committees to join together in 
working out all aspects of the activities of every people's control 
committee, to outline and implement without delay the necessary 
measures to achieve «a uniformly coordinated, maximally active 

work program for all the people*s control committees, every single one 
of them without exception. 


This would also seem to be within the powers of the local party 
organizations and he peoples control committee, And if they undertake 
in a joint and friendly manner to fulfill this task, their success will 
be assured and al) the more because the Central Committee of the Georgian 
Communist Party and the government of the republic are prepared 

to meet them half way and at any moment to extend them the necessary 
assistance, 


The republic's conmaittee must ensure that systematic, practical 

assistance is «iven to the people’s control groups by the local committees, 
At present they are supposed to help the groupsg however, it does 

not always turn out this way. 


A particular concern of the people's control committee is to increase 
the role and authority of the inspectors, 


The Law Concerning People’s Control in the USSR has an article 
entitled “The People’s Controller," It says: "Tt is an honor and 

and honorable duty to be a people*s controller. By his actions every 
people*s control ler must justify the trust shown in him; he must have 
high standards and high principles; when it is a matter of protecting 
state and public interests, he must constantly show concern for the 
preservation and augmentation of the people's property, He must set 
an example of industriousness, high political consciousness, organiza- 
tion and discipline." With this everything has been said and the 
program has been outlined, 


It is necessary to ensure that our people*s controllers, everyone 
of them without exception, meet these high standards, 


The moral and material incentives for controllers are of no small signifi- 
cancee The people*s control committees present their active members 

with certificates of honor and valuable presents: this is good, The 
republic committee maintains a Book of Honor, and the inscription of 

one’s name on a page of this book is a great honor for every people*s 
controller. 


However, it is not sufficient to be limited to this, The Law Concerning 
People’s Control makes it mandatory for managers of enterprises, 
kolkhozes, institutions, public organizations and government organs 

to .acourage people*s controllers who have distinguished themselves 

and to use for this purpose existing moral and material incentives, 
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These measures, comrades,are sufficient, If they are inadequate, 

think it over, make suggestions and we will support them, The challenge 
now is to make correct, intelligent and timely use of all incentives 

to encourage those inspectors who deserve it, 


It is essential to devote the most serious atttention to strengthening the 
contracts between the people‘s control and the "Komsomol Searchlight." 


[t 1s enormously important to have correct and close interaction between 
the people's control organs and the trade union organizations, the 
administrative and other control organs of the republic, 


The Presidium of the USSR Supreme Soviet recently adopted a decree 
concerning the improvement in the interaction of the standing 
committees of the soviets of people's deputies and the people's 

control organ; the decree also provides the people's control system with 
new opportunities, It is assumed that the soviets of people's deputies 
and the people's control organs of the republic are working out a 
mechanism for their joint work, 


There is one more requirement that we are asking the republic's 
organs of people's control to meet, We are concerned that a number 
of ministries, agencies and economic organizations have still not 
reorganized their activities in the light of today’s requirements, 
They are not carrying out certain important, very important decisions. 
We are also concerned about the fact that the committees and groups 
of people's control have not made an important contribution here}; 

they are not contributing to the unconditional fulfillment of 

these decisions, 


They will be able to master this task only if they provide continuous 
daily control, Planned inspections alone will not do the job, Of 
course, these inspections are necessary, and they yield very good 
results, But we are talking about daily control, which begins 
literally on the very day a particular decree is published, 


Control of this kind cannot be provided through the efforts of the 
committees alone, In this area it is necessary to make fuller use 

of the people*s control groups of the ministries and agencies, which, 
incidentally, have not truly begun to conduct a principled struggle 

to improve performance discipline within the various systems, There 
is mention of this in the decree which was recently adopted by the 
CC CPSU concerning the status of control and performance checks in 

the USSR Ministry of the Petroleum Refining and Petrochemical Industry, 
This important and serious document directs our attention to the 
further improvement of control on an industry-wide scale, and it 
emphasizes the role of poople‘’s control groups in the ministries and 
agencies, They must provide for the maximum possible increase in personnel 
responsibility for the assigned work sector, and in this case for 

the fulfillment of the party and government decrees, At all times 

the progress made in fulfillment of decisions must be kept within 
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the field of vision and monitored continuously, and the alarm must 

be sounded if anything, untoward arises, If a group cannot by itself 
solve the problems which arise, then it must address itself to the 
leadership, to the party organizations, to the people's control committee 
and even to the party's Central Committee, 


As is well known, the people's control group of a ministry or an 

agency does not monitor the direct work of the enterprises and organiza- 
tions which come under its jurisdictions it does not direct the work 

of their people's control groups and posts, But if it organizes 
continuous contro! work concerning the fulfillment of decisions 

which have been adopted, then it will always have a good idea of how 

the organizations subordinate to it are working, and of the 
inadequacies and unsolved problems which exist heres it will also know 
what needs to be done to correct the state of affairs. 


The first secretaries of the obkoms, gorkoms and raykoms of the party 
are present at this meeting of the aktiv of the people‘s control organs. 
In this way we emphasize that role which the party committees and 

party organizations are called upon to play in improving, the work of 

the people's control organs. After all, party concern and party 
support, party attention and genuine party standards--these are 
essentially the decisive conditions for fruitful activities by the 
people*’s patrols, 


If the party gorkoms and raykoms, as well as the primary party orpganiza- 
tions focus continuously on the work of the people*s control committees, 
groups and posts, and direct thei» efforts properly, retuforce the 

ranks with worthy personnel, extend effective and practical help and 
support, then the people*s controllers will cope significantly better 
with their obligations under such circumstances, 


The reports and elections which were recently held in the people's 
control groups and posts undoubtedly contributed to an increase in the 
level of party leadership. During the period in which the reports 

and elections were being, prepared and conducted, the party committee 
and primary party organizations received a wonderful opportunity to 
get to know thoroughly the work of the people's controllers, 


The participants in the report-election meetings included the following: 
members and candidate members of the Central Committee, members of the 
Inspection Commission, responsible officials of the Central Committee 
apparatus, the Presidium of the SupremeSoviet and of the Council 

of Ministers of Georgia, the leaders of trade union and Komsomol 
organizations and of ministries and agencies, 


It is sufficient to note that about 4,000 members and candidate members 


of the obkoms, gorkoms and raykoms of the party, including more than 
1,200 members of their bureaw's, were present at the meetings. 
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The substmtial preparatory work on the reports and elections ensured 
that the workers *® meetings were conducted on a high organizational and 
political level, and took place in an atmosphere of principled 
criticism and self criticism, 


In talking about the participation of party leaders in the measures 

of the people*s control organs, we require that participation take place 
on a regular basis rather than in spurts, It is, after all, no secret 
that many secretaries of party committees do not attend the sessions of 
people's control committees, rarely meet with their aktiv, and have a 
poor understanding of the needs and problems of the people‘s controllers, 


The participation of the party leader in, for example, a session of a 
people’s control committee is not an end in itself, and we do not need 
it just for the statistics, The fact is that by being present at even 
one session of the committee the leader can better see the positive 
and negative sides of the committee’s operations; this, in turn, will 
make it possible to correctly determine which measures are essential 
to improve its activities and to eliminate inadequacies, Attendance 
at a committee session provides extensive material for reflection, 


The level of party leadership exercised over the peoples control can 
be raised only if all party committees have a thorough understanding 
of the inspectors’ work, and of the qualities of the people who 

are employed in the people*s control and if they select personnel on 
the basis of the true interests of our common cause, 


Many examples can be cited of successful selection of personnel for 

work in the people's control, At the 17th plenum of the Central Committee 
of the Georgian Communist Party we talked about Comrade Meskhidze, the 
chairman of the people's control committee of the Adzharskaya Autonomous 
SSR. Today I would like to talk about Comrade Mchedlidze, chairman of 
the Khashurskiy Rayon Committee of People*s Control. in the past the 
work of this committee prompted much negative criticism, but the 

new chairman arrived and the work began to go wells the committee 

became one of the best. This is largely the result of the serious, 
thoughtful attitude of Comrade Mchedlidze and his hard work, 





The same could said about many, many other chairmen of our committees, 
I mentioned above the Tbilisi committee (Comrade Dzhandzhgava), and 
other comrades, We have many such honest, principled, and highly skilled 
leaders for our committees, 


Experience, unfortunately, brings us examples of a different kind, too, 


For example, the Tskhaltubskiy Gorkom recommended for the position of 
inspector of the municipal people*s control committee a certain Goduadze, 
who had recently committed an amoral act. 
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The Karel*skiy party raykom sent as the chairman of the rayon people's 
control committee a person named Tsitskishvili, who, while drunk and 
driving, someone else*s car, ran over someones 


The Tsalendzhikhskiy party raykom recommended as chairman of the 
rayon people*s control committee a person named Kvaratskheliya, 
who had no desire to work in people*s controlg he probably lacked 
other qualities essential for this work as well, 


The Ordzhonikidz«"'skiy Village raykom of the party has not reacted 
to repeated requests made over a period of years by the republic®s 
people*s control committee concerning the replacement of Comrade 
Gogoladze, chairman of the rayon people's control committee ,with 
a more suitable candidate, This question was resolved only after 
intervention by the party®s Central Committee, 


There is no justification for the delays by the Tsulukidzevskiy, Kaspskiy, 
Gurdzhaanskiy and the (above mentioned) Karel®skiy raykoms of the 

party in selecting candidates for positions as chairmen of the rayon 
committees of people*s control; as a result of these delays the 
committees remained without leaders for a long time, 


More than 40 percent of the total number of people’s controllers are 
communists. This is a good indicator, But our first concern must be 
the quality of our people. The demands made on a communist are much 
stricter and higher, because a commmist must set an example for the 
other people’s controllers, It is from this position that the party 
organizations must approach the communist inspectors, when the discus- 
sion concerns their responsibility in the fulfillment of this importait 
party assignment. 


The primary party organizations must remember that, in the first place, 
the activities of the groups and posts of people*’s control are | 

a mirror of their own activities and that, in the second place, they 
have the responsibility for the state of affairs in the people*s 
control groupse 


Who, if not the secretary of the primary party organizations of the par- 
ty bureau, carries the responsibility for the situation when the 
chairman of the people*s control group is a person who does not possess 
sufficient authority in the collective or the ability to provide 
leadership for the other inspectors? I will tell you openly: sometimes 
they even make a special effort to look for this kind of person, 

who is not capable, who is not able to defend principled positions, 

or criticize leaders, etc: they look and sometimes they find these 
"convenient" people in people*s control groups. This tendency must be 
overcone! 


The improvement of party leadership of the people*s control organs has 
as a very important condition the responsibility of extending to those 
organs continuous practical assistance while simultaneously raising the 
level of demands made on them, 
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If a people*s control committee undertakes to solve a particular prob- 
lem and dees not bring the matter to a logical conclusion, then we 
must try to discover the reasons for this and eliminate them, 


If a people's control group ie careless in ite consideration of offenses, 
then we must Makethe chairman of the group resonsible for this; we must 
diseover the reasons for it and eliminate them, 


People’s controllers often are not suffielently effective in their 

work not because they do not want to be but rather because they do 

not have the necessary skill for it. I emphasize this especially, 
comrades, they do not possess the skills, the knowledge, the experience, 
For this reason it le important to correctly organize the training of 
inspectors. 


Our training of people's controllers has not yet been properly arranged, 
In its decree adopted in February 1980 the Central Committee of the 
Georrian Communist Party assigned the Central Committee departments of 
party organizational work and of propaganda and agitation, as well 

as the people*s control committee of the republic, to work out 
methodological recommendations on this question, They have already 
been worked out, and, obviously they will be examined by the secretariat 
of the Central Committee in the very near future, 


The organization of training for inspectors has been entrusted to 

the obkoms, gorkoms, and raykoms of the party and to the primary party or- 
ganizations, They will be given the necessary methodological assistance 

by the republic organs and by the mass information media, It is 

thought that the problem of training will be resolved by the start 

of the new academic year. 


As for the organization of training for staff members of the pedple's 
control committees, this is something that needs careful consideration, 
It would seem that attendance at continuously operating refresher 
programs for party and soviet employees, programs which are organized 
as part of the Central Committee, is probably inadequate, 


It is perhaps worth considering the establishment of an appropriate 
department within the Institute for the Management of the Economy of 
the Georgian SSR, where it would be possible to conduct a specialized 
program of refresher ceurses, Clearly it would also be useful to 
have the institute include in its curriculum a program on people‘’s 
control designed for all students, 


These questions must be carefully considered by the appropriate 
department of the Communist Party of Georgia's Central Committee, 

by the republic's people*s control committee together with the leader- 
ship of the institute, 
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in eonelustior, dear comrades, allow me to express my confidence that 
the republic's organs of people’s control, while making skillful 
practical use of the clauses in the Law Concerning People’s Control in 
the USSR, will onee again analyze eritically their activities and do 
everything possible to improve them, in order to ensure the maximum 
effectiveness and efficlency of the control works; I am confident that 
they will mobilize their army cf thousands of inspectors to extend 
effective aseistance to the party, soviet and economic organizations 
of the republic in thelr efforts to successfully fulfill the 10th 
Five-Year Plan anc to prepare for orderly work in the forthcoming 

lith Five-Year Plo», 


The way to ensure this is through the correctly implemented party 
leadership of these activities, leadership which is based on the require- 
mente of the Central Committee Politburo, the decrees of the party's 
Central Committee concerning the people's control organs of the nation, 
and the speeches of Comrade Leonid I1*ich Brezhnev, general secretary 

of the CPSU Central Committee and chairman of the Presidium of the 

USSR Supreme Soviet, at plenums of the Central Committee and sessions 

of the USSR Supreme Soviet, 


I would Like to take particular note of the great assistance which 
has been given to the republic by the USSR Committee of People's

[Address by Piret Secretary of the Central Committee of the Communist Party 
of Estonia Comrade K.G. Vayno: “On the Results of the June (1980) Plenus 
of the CPSU Central Committee and the Tasks of the Republic Party Orgeize- 
tion on Fulfillment of the Decisions of the Plenum and Instructions of Com 
rade L.I. Brezhnev for a Worthy Greeting of the 26th CPSU Congrese") 


[Excerpts] Comrades! The decisions of the July (1980) Plenum of the CPSU

Fetonian industrial workere asaumed a fast pace in the concluding year of 
the five-year plan, Growth of industrial production in the first half of 
the year wae 6.4 percent versus 3,6 percent under the plan, which exceeds 
the level of any other year of the Tenth Five-Year Plan. Sales of producte 
were more Chan 50 ercent above plan or one and a half times greater than 
for the correspo. cing period of the preceding vear. 


As can be see. from the documents of the June Plenum of the CPSU Central 
Committee, the party ie paying special attention to the work of fuel and 
sower enterprises, Minere and power engineers of Soviet Estonia are making 
a worthy contribution to the solution of this most important national- 
economic problem. vuring the past two severe winters they showed a high 
level of organization and discipline and uninterruptedly provided the na- 
tional economy with fuel and electric power, In 4.5 years, we obtained 
above plan approximately 9.5 million tons of shale and produced 6,7 billion 
kWh of electric power. Targets for the supply of electric power to neigh- 
boring fratermal republics are constantly being fulfilled. 


in February of this year, General Secretary of the CPSU Central Committee, 
Chairman of the Presidium of the USSR Supreme Soviet Leonid I1l'ich Brezhnev 
cordially congratulated the workers of fuel and power enterprises of Feto- 
nian SSR for their early fulfillment of the targets of four years of the 
five-year plan. This inepired the miners and power workers of the republic 
to new searches for reserves in raising labor productivity. 


in the first half year, the collectives of mines and cuts produced above 
plan 650,000 tons of shale during an annual commitment of 800,000 tons, 
This te good. it is pleasant to note that miners in response to the deci- 
sion of the June Pienum of the CPSU Central Committee adopted boosted so- 
clalist commitments in honor of the 26th CPSU Congress. In addition to the 
annual plan, they have committed themseives to produce 1,120,000 tons of 
shale and chus provide electric-power stations and shale-processing enter- 
prises with needed fuel and raw material. 





At the same time, K. Vayno emphasized, we need henceforth to reduce the ex- 
penditure of coal, furnace oil and gas. It is very important to ensure the 
unconditional fulfillment of plans for the extraction of shale and peat and 
the production of shale ofl and briquets and to devote attention to timely 
delivery of fue’ and the accumulation of its stocks at industrial enter- 
prises, kolkhozes, sovkhozes and by the municipal services of cities and 
rayons. We need to concern ourselves with the repair of reserve electric 
apparatus, especially at kolkhozes and sovkhozes. 


The struggle for the thrifty use of energy resources is a matter of great 
state importance. But at certain enterprises and construction sites, 
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electric and thermal power are expended uneconomically; targets are not 
fulfilled, likewise commitments for economy of energy resources; rec ad 
keeping ie poorly organized. As a rule, big outlays of energy resources 
are observed at enterprises where production plane are not fulfilled. 
Above-nors expenditures, “extraction” of extra funds and Liaitse and boost- 
ing of norm have become customary methods of operation by certain heads. 
This, of course, ie intolerable, and it must be put an end to everywhere 
and immediately. The main thing ie for the struggle for thrift and econony 
of power resources to become an outetanding feature of our economic Life, 
the tamediate concern of every industrial worker--from the head to the rank- 
and-file worker. 


This year, the republic's industrial enterprises have done much to increase 
the production of consumer goods. in the 4.5 years, approximately 160 ail- 
lion rubles' worth of goods needed by the population were produced above 

plan; thie includes 26 million rubles worth in the firet half of this year. 


A major contribution has been made in thie by enterprises of the Minietry of 
Light Industry, which are successfully fulfilling the targets of the Tenth 
Five-Year Plan. Thus, they have put out since the etart of the five-year 
plan goods amounting to move than 30 million rubles. 


This is good. But we cannot close our eyes to defects, inertia end even 
irresponsibility of some directors. So far things have not been improving 
in the matter of fulfillment of contractual obligations for product deliver- 
ies by enterprises to trade strictly according to ordered assortment. 
Whereas in 5 months of 1979 deliveries were short of contractual commitments 
for the Ministry of Light Industry by 3.9 million rubles, thie year the fig- 
ure is 4,9 million rubles. A similar tendency, slbeit on a smaller secele, 
is to be found with the Ministry of Local Industry. 


The operation of the Minietry of Meat and Dairy Industry (minis ter--Comrade 
A. Essenson) presents serious concern this year. An abnormal situation has 
arisen where, because of unsatisfactory technical condition and untimely 
repairs, the republic's meat combines have been unable to process all the 
cattle marked by procurement plans. Because of these serious blunders, the 
Ministry must make concrete conclusions, keeping in mind that a difficult 
fall procurement season lies ahead. 


In the past year and a half the lag behind the five-year target for basic 
indicators has been largely reduced by the fishermen of the republic. For 
the fulfillment of the annual plan for the production of food fish products, 
the fish catch rate in the World Ocean and maximal use of the possibility 
of catching cod in the Baltic Sea must not be reduced. 


Our possibilities and reserves are great, K. Vayno said. An essential con- 
dition of their fullest employment is a rise in the level of management of 
the national economy. Last year in July, the CPSU Central Committee ad 
the USSR Council of Ministers adopted decrees on improving planning and 














atrengthening the action of the economic mechaniam on raising the efficiency 
of production and quality of work, Restructuring of thie mechaniem and im 
proving it conatitute a major economiec-political task, and the fulfillmenc 
of the decree should be kept under unremitting control, 


An important part of thie production-economic program consists of the ful- 
fillment of targets forcapital construction, full use of funds released for 
thie purpose, modernization and putting into operation new production 
capacities. 


1 @ust say in ¢).. connection that Comrade L,I. Brezhnev telephoned several 
daye go. He inquired how we were doing, about the estate of animal husbandry 
and what the proopecte were for the harvest, Leonid Il'ich devoted special 
attention to construction problem, pointing to the necessity for ensuring 
that planned facilities become operational. tle pointed out that last vear 
the plan for use of capital investment was fulfilled 102 percent, but they 
became operational cto the extent of only 61 percent. 


And truly, comrades, producer goods in the republic remained unint roduced 
in the amount of 65 million rubles; thie included uncompleted preschool in- 
stitutions, schools, hospitals and polyclinics, residential buildings adding 
up to a total of 26 million rubles. The erection of a number of these fac- 
ilities in the firsc half of this year has been completed, but not of all. 
These include such large ones as the power-technologic:!] installation at the 
Estonian GRES, shops for the production of ceramic tile and nonalcoholic 
drinks in Tallin, a shop of electron-ion exchangers at the Maardu Chemical 
Plant, quarters for holding more than 500 head of large horned cattle, 4 
kindergartens, a school at Yuri Village, a hospital for emergency medical 
aid in Tallin and several others. 


Moreover, thie year the plan of putting new facilities in operation is not 
being fulfilled from one month to the next, although on the whole the plan 
of conetruction-installation work is being realized in excess of 100 per- 
cent. Such a situation cannot be tolerated. The CPSU Central Committee and 
Comrade L.l. Brezhnev emphasize that putting facilities and capacities in 
operation is che chief criterion of assessment of not only contracting prac- 
tice, that ie, the work proper of construction and installation workers, but 
also of all the other construction perticipants: cliente, planners, collec- 
tives of plants providing equipment, materials, components, equipment and 
also personnel of railroads and motor transport. in aword, the timely put- 
ting in operation of any facility--from a kindergarten to a large industrial 
complex--in the final analysis on the degree of coordination in the opere- 
tion of all the enumerated conscituent elements. 


Unfortunately, not all customers in the republic operate in the proper vay. 
Let we take, for example, the shop of electron-ion exchangers being bu‘ lt at 
Maardu. This facilities, inetead of one year, is being built now for more 
then 6 years. As the personnel of the plant explain it, they began to pro- 
vide the shop with equipment and materials only in 1977, that is, two years

after construction began. But even after all equipment has been installed, 
there seems to be no hurry to get the shop in operation; now they are speak- 
ing of the absence of the necessary ra material, But production output has 
already been planned for the practically ready capacity. This example clear- 
ly shows that certain executives see their role of client only in "securing" 
capital investment from from their higher organization, including the facil- 
ity in the plan and then not at all worrying of putting it in operation on 
time. 


Comparable reasons are used in explaining the unsatisfactory state of affairs 
of putting into operation and using of capital investment at construction 
projects of the ministries of food industry, procurement, trade, culture, 
social security, Estonbumprom (Estonian paper industry) and a number of city 
and rayon ispolkoms. 


Comrade L.I, Brezhnev, setting before us the task of making facilities oper- 
ational, named the following construction projects as ones which must be 
categorically put in operation this year: the new mining section at the 
Oktyabr'skiy Pit, capacities for the production of benzene at Slantsekhim 
Association imeni V.I. Lenin, weaving-finishing production at Factory imeni 
1 Dekabr' in Sindi, the second section of whole-milk substitutes at Payde 
and a cheese shop in Vyru. 


The fulfillment of Comrade L.1. Brezhnev's directive constitutes an honor- 
ale and very responsible task for the republic party organization. We 
must take all the steps necessary to fulfill it with honor. I assured Leo- 
nid Il'ich in the name of the republic party organization in regard to this 
and also said in this connection in a speech at the Plenum of the CPSU Cen- 
tral Committee that the task set before us will be fulfilled. 


Party gorkoms and raykoms and colleagues of ministries and departments must 
exactingly examine the state of affairs at all construction projects sched- 
uled to go into operation, implement orgasizational measures and establish 
the personal responsibility of executive personnel for ensuring their timely 
completion. 


The republic organization, K. Vayno continued, is constantly dealing with 
questions of development of agriculture and implementation of the agrarian 
policy of the CPSU. An active search is going on for ways of more efficient 
use of reserves and overcoming of difficulties that arise. 


Right now the harvest of the final year of the five-year plan is ripening 
on the fields of the republic. Farming workers are applying maximum efforts 
to make it big so that the state will get more grain, meat, milk, eggs, 
potatoes and vegetables. 


In the last four years, the farmers of Estonia have boosted the average an- 


nual yield of grain crops by 2.7 quintale per hectare over the last five~ 
year plan and produced something like 26.1 quintals. As a result of 
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boosting ylele and expanding sowing areas, the average harvest of grain on 
kolkhozes and sovkhozes has increased by 43 percent. The state of the 
crops according to the assesemente of specialists is good, It may be said 
that all the prerequisites exist this year for all categories of the repub- 
lic's farms for obtaining 1,300,000-1,400,000 tone of grain and 1,300,000 
tons of potatoes, 


Animal-husbandry workers in this period have succeeded in increasing average 
annual production of meat in the public sector by 36 percent over the aver- 
age annual indicat: rs of the Ninth Five-Year Plan, milk--20 percent and eggs 
--21.5 percent. ‘hey have required mich effort and genuine zootechnical 
skill to restore the productivity of livestock after the equivalent natural 
calamity of 1978. Workers of animal-husbandry farms actively participated 
in the All-Union Socialist Competition for Increasing Production Output 
vuring the Winter Period and achieved in the eight months of wintering an 
increase in the average yield of cows to 174 kilograms compared to the same 
period of the last wintering period. Retaining at a good level daily weight 
livestock weight increases during fattening, they turned over during October- 
May large horned cattle with an average weight of 437 kilograms and of pigs 
--103 kilograms. 


According to preliminary calculations, we successfully fulfilled the targets 
of the first half of the year for purchases of livestock and poultry, milk 
and eggs and for deliveries of these products to the all-union fund. In the 
second half, it will be necessary to increase the production rate so as to 
ensure the fulfillment of the year's socialist commitments for sale to the 
state of 266,000 tons of livestock and poultry, 1,166,000 tons of milk and 
341 million eggs. 


On the whole, the achievements of farmers and animal-husbandry workers in 
the republic are significant, and we cannot but help to be glad of this. 

But at the same time, it should be said that we still have among us many un- 
utilized reserves. This includes first and foremost improvement of organi- 
zational work at all levels, boosting of the effectiveness of socialist com- 
petition and the responsibility of executive cadres for fulfillment of 

tasks and improvement of the style of administrative activity of soviet and 
agricultural organs. 


We had detailed discussion about this at the 14th and 18th plenums of the 
Central Committee of the Communist Party of Estonia. It must be admitted, 
however, that a decisive turn in this matter has not been made everywhere; 
so far not all the party organizations and heads of farms are showing the 
due activity and initiative that we would like to have. 


As a result, we have been seeing for an extended time a big difference in 
production levels of farms and rayons located practically in the same con- 
ditions of nature and climate. This attests to big differences primarily 
in the levels of management. 
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Party and soviet organs must be more atrict and exacting with heads of ray- 
one and farms and oblige them to analyze more self-critically their work. 

We must also require this of personnel of the Ministry of Agriculture of the 
republic, Today we have the right to require of primary party organizations 
of administrations and ministries that they achieve an improvement in the 
style of their apparatuses’ methods of work, It is necessary for party or 
ganizations, utilizing the right a@ control over the operation of the appare- 
tus in regard to the fulfillment of party and government directives, to con- 
Stantly analyze the course of fulfillment of adopted decrees and executing 
of the orders of the leadership and to regularly hear the reports of heads 
of departments. It is essential that the positive experience of the Parnu 
Party Raykom in raising the economic level of weak farms, which has been ap- 
proved by the Bureau of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of Es- 
tonia, receive wide dissemination. 


As you know, at the 18th plenum of the CPE Central Committee the task was 
set for strengthening and developing the fodder base of animal husbandry and 
@ concrete program was adopted for significantly increasing of fodder of own 
production and improving its quality. It is planned for the forthcoming 
wintering to stock up on fodder of own production in an amount that is 25 
percent greater than the average yearly volume of the prior years of the 
five-year plan. This is a difficult but realistic task. 


The fate of the forthcoming wintering will be largely resolved during these 
July days. For the republic as a whole, 35 percent more grass has been cut. 
At first glance, this would not appear to be a bad result. But we have 
reasons to be dissatisfied. The main thing is how much hay, haylage, silage 
and grass flower have been stocked up. But the situation here, I can say 
outright, is alarming. At the indicated date there had been procured on 
kolkhozes and sovkhozes only 6 percent of the hay, and on the farm of Khiy- 
umaaskiy, Rakvereskiy, Kher'yuskiy and Pylvaskiy rayons even less--3-4 per- 
cent. The haylage procurement plan was fulfilled 15 percent and in Khaap- 
saluskiy and Kokhtla-Yarveskiy rayons--only 35 percent. 


Party, soviet, trade-union, Komsomol and economic organs, K. Vayno, noted, 
have to apply maximum energy and to ensure reliable production of animal- 
husbandry products in 198l--the first year of the llth Five-Year Plan. In 
particular, we have a real possibility of carrying out a second grass mow- 
ing, stockpiling more haylage and silage and, as the result of bolstering 
the fodder base, obtaining this year as an average for the republic 3,700 
kilograms of milk from each cow. 


Comrade K. Vayno characterized CPSU foreign policy, emphasing that the 
course of peace and detente developed by our party for the entire socialist 
community, of disarmament and of support of the struggle of peoples for 
liberty, independence and social progress is correct, and no one will suc- 
ceed in beating us off this course. 
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The workers of Soviet Estonia, like all the Soviet people, undividedly ap- 
prove the foreign policy of the USSR and are striving with their selflese 
labo, to constantly strengthen the might of our Motherland and thus make 
their contribution to the general cause of struggle for peace and progress.

Ltext/ The 10th Five-Year Plan is drawing to a conclusion. 
“or those who work in national education and all workers in 
this land of Joviets the years after the 25th party congress 
were a period of great accomplishments. The decisions of 
the 25th CrSU Congress and the party decisions on national 
education which followed were an inspiring guide-post for 
the republic's pedagogues. Summarizing the five-year plan 
accomplishments we can definitely say that the tasks placed 
before the national education workers by the party and the 
Soviet government are being successfully fulfilled. 


et us review our achievements. We will begin with what is 
being done for the youngest citizens. 


tublic preschool education of children, the first link in the 
national education system, is growing at an accelerated rate. 
Today almost 2.4 million children are being educated in 
permanent preschool establishments. Considering everything 
that will be done till the end of the year, we can state that 
in the Ukrainian SSR almost half of all preschool children 
attend public nursery schools. 


An extensive preschool building program is under way now in 

the republic. During the five-year plan the nursery school 

network increased to accommodate one-half million children. 

Most of the existing preschool establishments are located in 
typical, contemporary, well-equipped facilities. 


An improvement is being made in the organization of the 


educational process in preschool establishments. A new pro- 
gram of instructing and educating children is being introduced 
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there. Our task for the next few years is to satisfy as much 
as possible the population's needs for permanent preschool 
establishments, especially in rural areas, and also to pro- 
vide for the school preparation of all sixeyear olds either in 
preschool establishments or kindergarten classes. 


\n important achievement of the 10th Five-Year Plan is the 
practical completion of the transition to universal secondary 
education. In the 1979-1980 school year more than 99 percent 
of eighth grade graduates continued their education in the 
ninth grade of general education schools, secondary special 
education establishments, secondary vocational training schools 
and in ninth grades of evening schools. 


Fulfilling the tasks given by the 25th CPSU Congress, the 
republic's schools contribute significantly to an increase 

in the general educational and cultural level of the popula- 
tion. In the last five years 3.7 million people completed 
secondary education in the republic's schools. According to 
the 1979 Ukrainian SSR census results 813 out of every 1,000 
working individuals have achieved a higher education or full 
or partial secondary education, One of the most important 
indicators in showing the level of society development is the 
educational level of the people, it is the key to mastering 
material and cultural achievements, to raising work productivity 
and at the same time it is a condition for man's full value 
spiritual life. 


With the introduction of universal mandatory secondary educa- 
tion, the instruction-educational process had to be organized 
better, The pedagogical collectives directed their efforts 
towards this. They paid special attention to raising lesson 
and outside class activity effectiveness, to improvements in 
the form and method of work with students, putting into 
practice leading pedagogical experience and contemporary 
achievements in science. 


The new educational content, the creation of new programs, 
textbooks and teaching manuals, universal introduction of 

the cabinet system in secondary schools and technical instruc- 
tion facilities favored an increase in educational scholar- 
ship, a firmer mastering of knowledge about the laws of nature 
and society, the formation of a Marxist-Leninist outlook.

The republic's ind..try 1s developing dynamically in the present five-year 
plan. Here, prefs: onee ia given to ite progressive branches--radio engineer- 
ing, electronice, sachine-tool manufacturing, oll-refining and chemical, and 
microbiological. In the current five-year plan industry reached an annual 
volume of product output of more than 25 billion rubles. The production of 
articles of the highest quality category was organized. 


The agrarian policy of the CPSU is also being consistently realized. It is 
gratifying that the increase in production and procurements of agricultural 
produce is being ensured in ever greater measure through an increase in the 
return from each hectare of land and a growth in the productivity of live- 
stock. uring the last four years the productivity of labor in the public 
sector increased by 27.4 percent.

| preparing for the meeting of the party aktiv, the communists reasoned out 
the possibilities for a further improvement in work and looked for unused 
reserves. And, as was learned, there are many of them. Thus, the republic's 
industry can obtain an additional 110-120 million rubles in production before 
*he end of the year through a reduction in the times for putting production 
capacities into operation and improving their use. 


or this reserve. There are many enterprises in the republic which are not 
accomplishing the plans for sale of production and growth in the productivity 
of labor. At the meeting the task was assigned to do everything necessary so 
as to bring them out of the gap during the next three months and to see that 
there is not one collective that has not accomplished the planned tasks by 
the end of the year. This, as calculations show, will provide another 20 
billion rubles of production. 
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Yor the present, losses of working time are great in the republic, The fol- 
lowing figures were presented, An economic gain of about 16 billion rubles 
can be obtained just through « one-third reduetion in truancy, idling time, 
and violations of labor discipline, 


Those who spoke devoted much attention to problems of economy and thrift. In 
particular, it was noted that during the four years of the present five-year 
plan the materials consumption of industrial production was reduced by two 
percent, providing a savings in material expenditures of 440 million rubles. 
However, available reserves are far from completely used. Instances of di- 
rect wastefulnesse of material resources and losses due to rejection have not 
yet been overcome, 


Concern regarding the slow intraduction of mechanization and automation in 
production was heard in the speeches. The construction ministries vere 
criticized especially sharply for this. Almost 55 percent of the workers 
are engaged in manual labor in the branch. The machine shift coefficient of 
the excavators does not exceed 1.2, At the same time, about four million 
cuble meters of excavation and earth moving were accomplished manually last 
year, Over @ four-year period, in the Ministry of Industrial Construction of 
the Belorussian Soviet Socialist Republic [BSSR] the productivity of labor 
increased by only 1.° percent. The main reason--poor organization of the 
matter. 


Problems facing the rural workers in the pre-congress period were examined 
comprehensively. The meeting noted that the rates determined for the pro- 
curement of fodder and preparation of the harvest for gathering are still 
far from what are required. Not one oblast conforme to the schedules for 
the procurement of fodder in the established volumes. The following task 
has been assigned: to complete haying and the complete preparation of the 
grains for reaping no later than 15 July. Measures have been planned to in- 
crease the productivity of animal husbandry during the summer period which 
is most favorable for this. 


Preparations for the 26th CPSU Congress and the conduct of the election cam- 
paign are providing a good opportunity for even greater strengthening of the 
party organizations and intensifying the vanguard role of the communists and 
their responsibility for carrying out party policy. In this connection, said 
the speakers, it is important to improve the structure of the primary party 
organizations even further, ensuring effective party influence on the most 
important sectors of the national economy.

[Text] Now under way throughout the republic in an atmosphere of great 
political and labor enthusiasm are plenums of the oblast party committees 
and meetings of the party aktiv, which are discussing the results of the 
June (1980) plenum of the CPSU Central Committee, defining the tasks 
required to implement its decisions and the directives of Comrade L.1.

V.P. Myenichenko, first secretary of the party's Khar'kov obkom, as 

reporter as well as other speakers at a meeting of the aktiv of the Khar'kov 
oblast and city party organizations, observed that the oblast economy has 
seen further growth and development during the period since the 25th Congress 
of the CPSU. The volume of industrial production grew 18.7 percent over 

this period, labor productivity 14.7 percent. Production of articles 
bearing the state Seal of Quality tripled. Many enterprises and organi- 
zations, shops, sections and teams, along with some 70,000 workers fulfilled 
their five-year targets with respect to the most important indicators.

for further improvement in work efficiency and quality and for an acceleration 
of scientific and technical progress. This will make it possible to finish 
out the current year with better results, as well as to lay a reliable

A meeting has also ‘een held of the aktiv of the Zaporozh'ye oblast and city 
party organizatiois. M,N, Veevolozhekiy, first secretary of the party 

obkom as reporter, as well as other speakers, referred to the fact that the 
materials from the plenum of the CPSU Central Committee and the decree on 
the convocation of the next party congress have aroused a great wave of 

i. bor enthusiasm among Oblast workers, collective farmers and intelligentsia. 
E.N. Vasil'chishin, secretary of the Ineprospetsstal' plant party committee, 
reported at the meeling that the collective of steel smelting shop No. 1 had 
come out with an initiative--to smelt 2300 tons of metal above the target 
figure for the year in honor of the 26th Congress of the CPSU, while before 
the forum of the nation's communists opens an additional 400 tons of steel 
will be produced at a substantial saving of rawmaterial and electric power. 





Rural workers have resolved in the concluding year of the five-year plan to 
bring their gross grain harvest up to 3,300,000 tons. This will make it 
possible to meet the five-year target successfully. In the year preceding 
the congress, the grain growers have assumed the obligation to bring in two 
and one-half times more strong and fine variety wheats than has been their 
average over the first four years of the five-year plan, 


Analysis indicates, however, that within the oblast economy there yet 
remains an untapped potential, reserves still unused. A high degree of 
organization and efficiency in the work at all levels of the party, soviet 
and economic administrative systems and stricter oversight of the execution 
of decisions which have been made should be the key to achievement of these 
above-plan targets. 


\fter thoroughly analyzing the state of affairs with respect to progres. in 
the areas of industrial and agricultural production, participants in the 
plenum of the Kirovgrad party obkom, at which M.M. Kobyl'chak, first obkom 
secretary, presented the report, devoted their attention primarily to steps 
to be taken to overcome the existing lag in fulfillment of the plan governing 
contract work in connection with the construction of facilities to be com- 
pleted this year as part of larger projects, for which situation the oblast 
party organization was criticized at the meeting of the republic's party 
aktiv. It was decided to send equipment and crews of experienced workers 

to these construction sites and to speed up the delivery of the structures, 
equipment and materials required. The plenum imposed upon party organizations 
and economic administrative authorities the obligation to improve the organi- 
zation of construction operations, to work continuously to improve the system 
of socialist competition and to intensify efforts in connection with the gen- 
eration of ideological support for fulfillment of plans and the satisfying of 
obligations.

A plenum has been held of the Nikolayey party obkom, N.P, Zemlyanoy, second 
obkom secretary, a8 reporter and others epeaking at the plenum pointed to 
the successes achieved by the oblast's industrial and agricultural labor 
collectives in their effort to implement the decisions of the 25th Party 
Congress, The Tenth Five-Year Plan period, for example, saw 56 new types 
and classes of ships, machines and equipment brought into production, while

organization of purchases of feed for publicly owned Livestock. 


it was emphasized at the plenum of the Krymskiy party obkom that oblast 
industrial production over the five-year period has grown by 300 million 
rubles, or 13,4 percent. Above-plan product sales reached 207 million rubles. 
This is equivalent to a month's schedule for all enterprises in the oblast. 
And as emphasized by the reporter, V.S. Makarenko, first secretary of the 
party obkom, no small credit for this is due the party, soviet, trade union 
and Komsomol organizations, which directed their efforte toward the develop- 
ment of socialist competition and spreading the intiative launched from 
Rostov, where competition is under way under the slogan "None Lagging in

now striving to achieve a timely and loss-free increase in their grain harvest. 


Participants in the meeting of the oblast party aktiv, at which T.I. Panasenko, 
first secretary of the party obkom presented the report, declared that the 
working people of Rovenskaya Oblast received the decision of the plenum of 

the CPSU Central Committee on the convocation of the 26th Party Congress as 

a call to work still more persistently and selflessly.

There was a discussion of the question of the practical cooperation between 
the standing committees of the Councils of Peonle's Deputies and the people's 
control organs in Zakarpatskaya Oblast. M. YueVoloshchuk, oblispolkom 
chairman, presented a report. 


[It was pointed out during the session that in implementing the provisions 

of the Constitution of the USSR, the Constitution of the Ukrainian SSR and 

the directives and recommendations of Comrade L.I. Brezhnev, General 

Secretary of the CPSU Central Committee and Chairman of the Presidium of 

the Supreme Soviet of the USSR, concerning economic and social development, 
further growth of socialist democracy and improvement in the organization 

of state control, the oblast's councils of people's deputies have strengthened 
their leadership and direction of the work of the people's control organs 

and are taking steps to strengthen cooperation between the standing com- 
mittees of the councils and the people's control groups. A variety of modes 
of joint activities are being employed for this purpose. Inspection and 
survey results are now more frequently discussed during meetings of the 
councils, ispolkoms and standing committees. Organizational efforts in 
support of implementation of decisions which have been made and recommendaticn> 
which have been prepared are helping to eliminate deficiencies in work 
performance in enterprises, on construction projects ‘'>lkhozes, sovkhozes 

and in the maintenance and services areas. 








Attention was directed at the same time to the fact tha’ some of the oblast's 
councils of people's deputies are still failing to exercise fully their 
legally granted authority to direct the work of the people's control organs. 
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The councils in Vinogradovekiy, Radekhovekiy, Uzhgorodsk(ty and other rayons 
do not always assign specific tasks to the standing commissions, committees 
and people's control groups in connection with strengthening state and plan 
discipline, implementation of decrees of party and soviet authorities and 
fulfillment of plans for economic and social development. Some councils, 
rural and village councils for the most part, are still only poorly 
exploiting the possibilities offered by joint activities on the part of 
their standing committees and the people's control organs in the effort to 
improve production quality and utilize labor and material resources more 
fully. 


A decree which has been adopted urges the oblast's local councils to exercise 
closer supervision of the people's control organs, to scrutinize the scope of 
their activities more closely and regularly to analyze and discuss reports on 
the work of the committees and people's control groups at council meetings 

at all levels. Special attention was focused on the need to establish 
effective ties between the standing committees of the councils and the people's 
control organs; to improve their work in connection with the effort to 
improve the efficiency of industrial and agricultural production; to identify 
yet untapped resources; to adhere strictly to practices of thrift and 
economy; to strive to eliminate losses of work time, bad management practices 
and waste; to achieve consumer-goods production targets; to improve the 
commercial, domestic, medical and cultural services provided the population; 
and to observe the legalities at all levels of national economic admin- 
istration, 


It has been recommended that the People's Control Committee of the UkSSR 
take steps to increase the effectiveness of the work of local people's con- 
trol organs and render them practical assistance in strengthening their 
ties with standing council commissions. 


The presidium directed that concrete steps be taken to eliminate these 
shortcomings and to insure strict and continuous adherence to the provisions 
of the ukase of the Presidium of the Supreme Soviet of the USSR ["Procedures 
Governing Consideration of Citizen Suggestions, Requests and Complaints."]. 


In speaking during the discussion of these questions, A.F. Vatchenko 
emphasized that the councils of people's deputies and their executive 
committees should direct their entire organizational and political effort 
toward implementation of the decisions of the June (1980) plenum of the CPSU 
Central Committee and of the key economic tasks set forth in the report Com- 
rade L,I. Brezhnev presented to the plenum, the development of socialist 
competition for a worthy salute to the 26th Congress of the CPSU and toward 
development of a solid foundation for steady and continuous performance in 
work during the coming five-year plan period. The councils should exercise 
closer supervision over economic and social-cultural development in their 
territories; more fully exercise the authority granted them by the Consti- 
tution of the USSR, the Constitution of the UkSSR and the laws on local 
councils and strive to insure continuous increases in industrial and 
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agricultural pro ion, scientific and cultural progress, improvement in 
the services prov.ced the population and adherence to socialist legality 
and the requirements imposed by socialist law and order. To this end they 
should stimulate the political social and production-related activity of the 
deputies themselves, come out with all possible support for the patriotic 
initiatives of the republic's working people in their precongress socialist 
competition, propagandize the experience accumulated by production col- 
lectives and production leaders and innovators who have already achieved 
their five-year-plan targets, impose more exacting demands on managers 

and supervisors ir administrative organs and more rigorously monitor and

UZBEK TOURIST INDUSTRY DESCRIBED 
Tashkent SOVET OZBEKISTANI in Usbek 1 Aug 80 p 4

[Text] The number of tourists desiring to see the historical sites, attractive 
and populated cities, and beautiful natural environment of our sunny republic 
grows from year to year. 


A SOVET OZBERISTANI reporter met with L.M. Kenzer, vice-chairman of the 
republic Council for Tourism and Tours, and they discussed what is being 
done for the serious tourist. 


“How many tourist facilities are there in our republic, and how many 
tourists will take advantage of them this year?" 


“There presently exist in Uzbekistan one republic and 11 oblast councils on 
tourism, 29 travel and tour offices and 5 hotels. In addition, there are 
12 tourist bases and 2 motor camps. Altogether 3,000 workers are working 
day and nisht for travelers. Travel and tour offices have also opened in 
the cities of Savetabad, Sirdirya, Uchgorghan, Shahrisibz and Yiingiyol. 
Last year the 350-site Gulistan tourist complex opened in Bukhara, the 115- 
site Slingzar camp in Jizza@kh and the 300-site Gulibagh camp near Samarkand. 


Hotels, tour bases and camps in these places serve all tourists traveling 
along national and local roads. Last year more than 820,000 travelers 
vacationed in the tourist facilities of the republic. This year the number 
will increase still more.” 


"What kinds of tourism and tours are che most popular?" 


"Travel by arranged transportation is wide-spread among tourist organizations 
in almost all places in our republic. In 1979, nearly 200,000 persons 
traveled on 185 routes. Travel is also organized each year along rivers 

and seas. Uzbek tourists have traveled to the Black and Baltic Seas, and 

to ports in Poland, the German Democratic Republic, Bulgaria and Romania. 
Trips of this sort are popular, and continue to be so this year. Tours 
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along these routes are being repeated, Tour enthusiasts of Tashkent and 
Samarkand are traveling along the Black Sea coast of the Soviet Union in 
the motorship L, Sobinov, and tourdets of Jizzikh, Sirdaryd and Ferghana 
oblaste are traveling to Romania in the motorship Uzbekistan. Air routes 
conmect the cities of Usbekietan with some ten cities of the RSFSR and 
other fraternal republics. The Tashkent Travelers and Tourtets Office 
dispatches the Dilaram tourist train to Bukhara and Urganch once every five 
days.” 


"Could you give s°o.e examples of activites of Uzbekistan tourism and tour 
organizations?" 


"Right now the work of the Tashkent Oblast Travelers and Tourists Office 
covers every area. Workers are sent to vacation areas on a time table 

irked out there previously. The work of the Tourism and Tour councile of 
jJamarkand and Ferghana oblasts also merits attention. 


Tourism and tour establishments of Uzbekistan are actively participating in 
socialist competition, and are working enthusiastically to fulfill the Five- 
Year Plan ahead of time. Travel and tourist offices in Almaliq, Angren and 
Chirehih, and the Tourist Production Integrated Plant are fulfiiling Five- 
Year Plan tasks ahead of time. Likewise, travel and tourist offices of 
‘amartand, Tashkent and Termiz, the Sayaga@t Hotel, and also the Tourist 
Motor Sase, have received notoriety concerning their fulfillment of Five- 
Year Plan tasks." 


"What ie the future of the tourism industry?" 


"Ase material living standards rise people become more eager to travel, Last 
year republic tourist facilities took in 32 million rubles from 2,519,000 
tourists. Some 4.4 million persons went on tours. During the llth Five- 
Year Plan the republic's tourist facilities will be able to accommodate 

,J0O persons at once. This is twice as many as last year, Judging from 
the figures the tourism base will have to be expanded again in the future. 
tight now a nine-story hotel, to be run completely on a communal basis, is 
veing built for tourists in Chimyan. Two blocks of this hotel began receiving 
‘ouriets traveling in the early part of this year. A multi-story hotel 
‘or tourists is being constructed on a crash basis in Tashkent. Hotels are 
being built in Zamin as winter sports and tourist centers, and motor camps 
ire under construction in Khiva and Bukhara. Tourist bases in Bukhara and 
Perghana are being further expanded.”

‘HOLY' LETTERS ANNOY LITHUANIAN READERS

{Text} In a letter to the editor Regina Simiene from the village of 
Gulbiniai in Pasvalys rayon writes...Recently I received a letter which 

made me angry. It is called a “holy” letter but ite contents are rather 
primitive: It urges you to pray, threatens you with God's retribution when 
the seas shall turn to blood and people to corpses. Also, should you rip 

up thie letter, you will be visited by all kinds of calamities and misfor- 
tunes. Other people in our area have also received threats of a similar 
nature. Clearly, the people who write such letters want to incite believers 
against non-believers, these letters are most frequently addressed to athe- 
ists, to people who don't go to church. “Isn't there any way of stopping 
people who write such letters?" asks R. Simiene. 


The editors have received other letters with similar contents. A man from 
Antakalniskiai village in Jurbakas rayon writes that he received a “holy” 
letter which asks that he make 1,000 copies and distribute them to acquain- 
tances and strangers alike. 


The contents of these letters which are making the rounds are familiar to 
many. The author of one letter to the editor includes a copy of the letter 
he received and is annoyed by its contents and people who send these letters 
Signing neither their addresses nor their names. 


lt goes without saying that no one believes these threats. But, as A. Jurginis 
from Kedainiai writes, weaker minded people are unnerved by such blackmail. 


If you haven't been caught, you're not a thief. But one thing is clear, no 
self-respecting person would send such letters. One resident of Jonava who 
didn't sign his letter to the editor complains that “here believers are 
attacked, all kind of slander is fomented against them..." Yet he goes on 
further to affirm that the Soviet Government is very good to its old people, 
pays them pensions, takes care of invalids. So where is this persecution of 
believers? 
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For no matter what's what, there are many believers among the older genera- 
tion and the government pays them pensions, gives them free medical care, 


Why don't writers of such letters have nerve enough to sign their names? 
Clearly, they are afraid of those very believers--their own neighbors and 
co-workers who would prove to them by concrete facts that this is not true 
in life, that a person's worth is judged by his work, that there are no 
managers who hire people or assign duties who ask--are you, sir, a believer 
or not? 


A self-respecting person does not stir up trouble, concealing his name. If 
he is sincerely seeking the truth, why conceal his identity? But if the 
purpose of the letter is to incite, to slander, to gloss over facts, then, 
of course, one is ashamed to give one's name.
